eighth annual dinner of the Chamber of 
Commerce, held last night in the Wal- 
dorf-Astoria. He did not appear in any 
of the lists of guests which the Chambgr 
had prepared, but this was explained b 

Secretary Wilson as arising from the fact 
that Senator Depew’s secretary had failed 
to anawer the invitation sent to the Sen- 
ator, and therefore the Chamber had 
teken for granted that the Senator would 
not be present, 

As a@ result, there was some excitement 
when the Senator, showing much of his 
old-time vigor, appeared among the guests 
in the ante-chamber. As many of his fel- 
low-guests as could reach him pressed 
forward to grasp his hand, and soon the 
junior Senator of the State was the cen- 
tre of attraction. Senator Depew has 
grown thinner but he has not aged in ap- 
pearance, despite his illness. He greeted 
his friends with a warm handshake, and 
to their inquiries concerning his health he 
replied that he felt as well as ever. 


Depew’s Name Left from Dinner List. 


Owing to the fact that Senator Depew’s 
name did not appear on the printed list, 
there was an embarrassing moment after 
Secretary Wilson had called off the hames 
of thos. who were to sit at the main 
table on the dais. The guests linked arms 
and Senator Depew, in striking contrast 
with former days, was left standing alone, 
his name not having been mentioned by 
the Secretary. Dr. Herman Schumacher, 
who occupied a seat at the first table, 
grasped the situation, and taking Mr. De- 
pew’s arm, led him to the banqueting 
hall, where he took the seat at the Presi- 
dent’s table between Dr. Schumacher and 
Dr. Nicholas Murray Butler left vacant 
by the absence of J. Pierpont Morgan. 
Mr. Depew stayed until after Senator Elk- 
ins’s speech. 

The reception to Senator Depew did not 
end in the outer room. For some time 
after he had taken his seat at table his 
friends, scattered all over the room, came 
to sbake his hand. Senator Depew seemed 
to be much pleased at the cordiality mani- 
fested toward him. 


Auto Accident Delayed Mr. Jesup. 


President Jesup was late for the dinner. 
When_be appeared. jt was seen that he 
was laboring under much excitement. He 
explained that his carriage had been hit 
by an automobile just as he was about 
to enter it in front of his home in Madi- 
son Avenue. Mr. Jesup showed the effect 
of the shock when he rose to offer the 
toasts. He forgot the toast to King Ed- 
ward, but he rectified the omission as 
g00n as his attention was called to it, 

The dining hall was elaborately decor- 
ated with flags, banners, shields, and 
draperies. At the head of the hall was 
the shield of the Chamber of Commerce. 
About this the flags of the nations were 
draped. At the main table with Presi- 
dent Morris K. Jesup were Baron Speck 
von Sternburg, the German Ambassador; 
Sir Henry Mortimer Durand, the British 
Ambassador; Senator Stephen B. Elkinr, 
the Rev. Dr. William R. Huntington, Levi 
P, Morton, Sir Percy Sanderson, Senator 
Depew, Dr. Herman Schumacher, Dr.

the stock of the Burlington out of the 
hands of 15,000 stockholders.”’

Droege ahd Sheehan, who were passers- 
by. 

The case of the young woman is mysti- 
fying. It is said that she is defented. 
She has friends who gay, on the other 
hand, that she was not only sane, but 
was @ woman of high refinement, and of 
remarkable intelligence. Her life history 
brings in her desertion by a brother, her

GUGGENHEIM TO GIVE $500,000 


WIll Provide a New Buliding for the 
Sydenham Hospital. 


At the annual meeting of the Board of 
Directors of the Sydenham Hospital, in 
East 116th Street, held last night, Isaac 
Guggenheim of 763 Fifth Avenue an- 
nounced that he would erect for the in- 
stitution a new bediding to cost $500,000 if 
the board would guarantee for the hos- 
pital an annual tncome of $50,000 or $60,- 
000 a year. 

Besides making this offer, Mr. Gug- 
genheim presented to the Directors $60,- 
000 which he had collected in the last 
month to pay the expenses of the inst!- 
tution. Of this amount Mr. Guggenheim 
subscribed $10,000. Immediate steps will 
be taken to get the amount. 

Although the hospital was started only 
three years ago, it has now eighty beds, 
of which 75 per cent. are free. It is a non- 
sectarian hospital. In connection with the 
institution is a maternity ward, which is 
supervised by Mrs, Isaac Guggenheim. 


The hospital building consists of seven 
residences joined together. 

At the meetin William I. Splegel- 
berg, Mr. Guggenheim’s son-in-law, was 
elected Chairman of the institution’s 
board. Following the meeting of the 
board the graduating exercises of the 
nurses were held. Dr. W. M. Polk and 
Congressman William Sulzer made ad- 
dresses.

FIGHT ON FOG-BOUND LINER. 


Shortage of Crackers Led to Riot 
Among Steerage Passengers.

PHILADELPHIA, Nov. 22.—The worst 
fog that this port has ever known blew 
away through the night, and the Haver- 
ford, with 1,040 passengers aboard, which 
had lain at anchor ninety miles below 
the city since Sunday night, came up to 
her berth. She was well supplied with 
food when she left Liverpool on Novy. 7, 
but, the company thinking that the extra 
Gays down the bay might have brought 
about something like q shortage, sent 
supplies down yesterday by the ocean-go- 
ing tug Hercules. 

As a matter of fact, the only thing that 


ran short was crackers, and this caused a 
fight in the steerage. Some of the pas- 
sengers there got more than their share, 
and others attempted to take the crack- 
ers from them. The battle began on 
Tuesday night,, and was fierce while it 
lasted. Finally the six ringleaders were 
subdued and put in frons, which they still 
wore when turned over to the Federal au- 
thorities.

THE USE OF OPIUM 
Officials Midst Set the Example 


and Cure Themselves. 


OPIUM DENS TO BE CLOSED 


Persons Addicted to the Drug to be 
Registered—No One Will Be Al- 
lowed to Begin the Habit.

PEKING, Novy. 22,—Regulations is- 
sued yesterday for carrying into ef- 
fect the anti-opium edict are more se- 
vere than any regulations ever pre- 
viously issued in China and do honor 
to the enlightened official whose’ pa- 
triotism, supported by the influence of 


Viceroy Yuan Shi-Kal, prompted the 


issue of the edict. 

There are eleven regulations. It ts 
provided not only t the cultivation 
of the poppy, but also the use of opium, 
must cease in ten years. No new 
ground can be placed under cultivation 
and the ground now under cultivation 
must be reduced one-tenth annually 
under penalty of confiscation. All 
persons using opium must be regis- 
tered, and so must the amount con- 
sumed. Only a registered person can 
buy opium. No one is permitted to 
begin the use of opium after the issue 
of the regulations, 

In regard to the decrease in the use 
of opium, persons over 60 years old are 
leniently treated. Those under 60 
must decrease the nse of it 20 per 
cent. annually. If they are still ad- 
dicted to the drug after ten years their 
names will be posted publicly. 

Shops selling opium are to be closed 
gradually, and the-opium dens are to 
be closed within six months. The of- 
ficials must distribute to persons ad- 
dicted to the use of opium prescrip- 
ticns or medicines counteracting its 
use gratuitously or at cost price. Antl- 
opium societies must be established 
,;and the existing societies+must be en- 
couraged. 

The officials must set the example. 
Officials over 60 years old whose crav-~ 
ings are great must be treated le- 
niently. All high officials, Princes, 
Dukes, Viceroys, and Tartar Generals 
under sixty must inform the Throne 
that they are willing to cease the use 
of the drug within a certain time. Dur- 
‘Ing that time they can have substitutes 
and when they are cured they can re- 
sume their duties. 

All other officials under sixty, no 
matter how great their craving, must 
abandon the use of opium within six 
months. If they are unable to dis- 
continue it they can retain their rank, 
but must retire from office. Those 
who falsely pretend to abandon the 
habit and continue it secretly will be 
deprived of both rank and office. 

To all teachers, scholars, soldiers, 
and sailors throughout all ranks three 
months will be allowed in which en- 
tirely to abandon the habit. 

Furthermore, the Wai-Wu-Pu is com- 
manded to approach the _ British, 
French, Dutch, and Persian Ministers 
with a view to terminating the export 
of opium within ten years. The im- 
portation of morphia and hypodermic 
syringes is prohibited. 

The clauses of the British and Amert- 
can treaties dealing with opiam are 
now brought into effect. 

The time is well chosen for the issue 
of the regulations. The press unani- 
mously condemns the opium habit and 
speaks contemptuously of officials ad- 
dicted to it. A healthy spirit is abroad. 
Opium has been driven out of the for- 
eign-drilled army and can be expelled 
from other Government departments. 

There is no question that the regula- 
tions Avill be strictly enforced in the 
Metropolitan Province, whose Viceroy, 
Yuan Shi-Kali, I have interviewed. 


LORD CURZON’S INCOME. 


Recelve One-third of the Pro- 
ceeds of $1,750,000.

CHICAGO, Ill, Nov. 22.—Through the 
arrival of Lord Curzon in Chicago became 
known fo-day the details of the marriage 
settlement made in April, 1895, when he 
married Miss Mary Leiter. 

In the settlement Lady Curzon received 
the income from $1,750,000, invested in 
real estate and bunds, and upon her death 
it was stipulated that if she was survived 
by her husband, Lord Curzon should re- 
ceive one-third of that amount.

Mr. Mathot Says He Hopes to 
Have Her in Court, 


‘ANOTHER ACCUSER PRODUCED 


| And a Third Was Sald to be Ready= 
Caruso Is Now Under a Throat 
Specialist’s Care. 


; From information which’ reached them 
late yesterday afternoon, and on which 
they were at work last night, the police 
expect that “Mrs. Hannah Graham,” the 
woman whom Signor Enrico Caruso, the 
tenor, is accused of annoying in the mone 
key house in Central Park last Friday, 
will be in court this morning when the 
hearing of the case {s resumed. 

Announcement to this effect was made 
by Deputy Police Commissioner Mathot 
at the close of the hearing yesterday in 
the Yorkville Police Court. Mr. Mathot 
had just been called to the telephone, 

When he returned he said to the report- 
ers: 

“When I went to the telephone I re- 
ceived news that leads me to believe that 
we will be able to have the woman Han- 
nah Graham in court to-morrow.” 

Late last night Mr, Mathot made this 

j statement: 

“TI am reasonably certain that we will 
have the woman in «ourt in the morning. 
She has a nice social position in New 
York and is in every sense a clean, re<- 
spectable woman. The.information which 
came to me in the first place seemed on 
investigation to be worth while. 

‘IT gave a subpoena to two of my men 


to-day with Instructions to serve her to« 
night, if possible, and have her in court. 
in the morning. The men have not ree 
ported to me that they have served her, 
but they were not instructed to send In @ 
report. I gave the name to only one of 
the two men. No one else except myself 
knows it."’ 

Yesterday’s hearing was adjourned till 
this morning at 10 o’clock. One really dra- 
matic incideut marked the proceedings, 


While Caruso was being cross-examined - 


by Mr. Mathot, and after he had been 
asked if he attended a performance of 
“ Parsifal’’ at the Metropolitan Opera 
House on Feb. 4, 1904, a middle-aged wo- 
man, wearing a rather heavy vell, stepped 
through the door beh‘nd the Magistrate 
and faced the defendant. 

As she stood there Caruso was asked if 
he recognized her, and if he had not, at 
the time specified, acted toward her as he 
is accused of having acted toward Mrs, 
Graham. He sald he did not know her, 
and did not answer the second question, 
Both interrogations were stricken from 
the record, and the woman disappeared 
as she had come. 

Until that moment the tenor had been 
almost as calm as on the previous day, 
When she had gone he was no longer the 
indifferent person he had been. All after 
noon he appeared nervous and ill at ease, 
His jaunty manner left him completely. 
On the other hand, the announcement 
that Mrs. Graham would appear, when it 
reached him unoffcially, had seemingly 
no effect whatever upon him. 


Defense Has Another Witness, Too. 


The same crowds in street and in court- 
room, the same crush ‘about the witnesses, 
the same wrangling of the lawyers were 
observable yesterday as on the firay day 
of the trial. The defense was supposed 
to have finished its case when the time 
for adjournment came, but it was learned 
last night that on itg side also another 
witness will be produced to-day; a man 
who could not be found until late yester- 
day and who is expected to give evidence 
bearing on the exact time at which 
Caruso first appeared in the Park. Some 
evidence along this line was given yester~- 
day. The witnesses, besides Caruso him- 
self, were Adolph Danzinger, Herr Con- 
ried, Frederick W. Sperling, and Richard 
Barthélemy. 

Danzinger’s testimony was produced as 
the trump card of the defense. It was 
intended to prove that Caruso was in 
the monkey house only a very few min- 
utes, and that he did nothing wrong 
while there. To a certain extent ne did 
so testify, but he also corroborated part 
of Policeman Caine's testimony by say- 
ing that Caruso appeared to be with a 
party of ladies and gentlemen, and that, 
although he and the sing2r were friends, 
he did not address him because of the 
presence of the others. 

There were more than five hundred 
people outside the court house at 2 o'clock. 
When Caruso drove up there were cries 
of ‘“ Bravo!" and “ Viva Caruso!” as 
there had been the day before, and there

Senators White and Wilcox, though veter- 
ans, were not so prominent as Raines, 
Malby, and Brackett. 

The position of majority leader be- 
comes of greater importance this coming 
session than at any time in more than a 
decade. The majority is to be presided 
over by a Democrat, and this makes the 
Republican leaderShip one of tremendous 
responsibility. He should be the right 
arm of the Governor in the Senate, and 
therefore a man on whom the Governor 
|can depend in all contingencies. 

if the Governor has a policy, as most 
Governors have, it is for the Republican 
leader in the Senate to announce it and 
cause the majority members to pursue it.

BROOKLYN MAN’S PLIGHT. 


| Acquitted of Murder in Honduras, He 
| Is Held as Insane. 


A tragic event in the history of the 
Valford family of Brooklyn and the Re- 
|} public of Honduras, In Central America, 
| was revealed yesterday when disclosures 
relative to the incarceration in a Hon- 
| duras prison of a young man ndmed Wal- 
ford were made public. 

Briefly, according to a report received 
from the officers of the steamship Tauton 
of the Planters’ Steamship Company, 
| which arrived in New Orleans from Hon- 
;|duras on Wednesday, young Walford, 
whose Christian name has not been dis- 
closed, shot and killed a man at the 
funeral of his (Walford’s) brother in 1905. 
The body of Walford’s victim, it was said, 
fell into the open grave. 

Walford was acquitted of the murder 
charge, a lunacy commission composed 
of American physicians having declared 
that he was insane. However, he was 
committed to the prison, there being no 
asylum there. It is said that the young 
man is now sane, that he is anxious to be 
transferred from the prison in which he 
is confined to an American institution, 
but that his Brooklyn relatives have re- 
fused to assist him in any way. 

A TImMeEs reporter talked last night with 
Philip A. Walford of 456 Macon Street, 
Brooklyn, who is said to be a brother of 
the man in trouble in Honduras. Mr. 
Walford declined to say whether or not 
this man is his brother. 

‘*T don’t care to discuss this matter,” 
he said.

Earller Announcement of the Order 
Would Have Defeated Long- 
worth and Others.

WASHINGTON, Nov. 22.—Secretary |

“It would be rather startling if the de- 

fendant were punished severely here, 
when we have the public assurance of the 
Chief Magistrate, the Executive, which is 
open to the inspection of any one, in oon- 
nection with ancther great railway and 
its officers, operated in the Southwestern 
part of the United States, where precisely 
the same offense had been committed, 
where indeed the officer who committed it 
said under oath on the record that of 
course he did it, and that no good cor- 
| poration that desired to keep the law 
could keep it and stay in business. Fur- 
thermore, as justification for extreme 
leniency the Chief Executive has gone so 
|far as to interfere with further judicial 
proceedings in that instance."’

An eleven-year-old girl named Ste- 
vier afterward died in a hospital here. 
Seven other persons were injured on the 
Kaiser, two of them seriously. 

There was a great panic on the big Ger- 
man liner. All the passengers were thrown 
off their feet, and the emigrants became 
frenzied with fear. Order, however, was 
soon restored. 

On the Orinoco panic also prevailed. 
The boats were launched by the Captain's 
orders. Some of the passengers jumped 
overboard and others attempted to get 
into the boats as they were being lowered 
over the side. One boat was swamped 
when she struck the water. All the sail-

& very emall purse, in which they were 
a nuisance, and her new friend declared 
that she had been quite right In refusing 
them—that the conductors were “ always 
working off their pennies on women” 
and that it was an outrage. Nothing 
more happened, the talk died away, the 
conductor retired to the rear platform, 
growling gently, and nobody picked up 
the pennies—then. 

It was all rather unpleasant. We sus- 
pect that the conductors do incline to 
|work off their pennies on women, and 
also suspect that it Is because most of 
the inconvenient coins are received by 
them from members of the fairer sex. 
Men much more rarely get pennies in 
change than women, for newspapers are 
about the only thing they ever buy that 
costs less than 5 cents. The conductors 
have to accept pennies from passengers 
when offered, while the company does 
not have to accept them from the con- 
ductors, and the latter rewenge their tn- 
convenience on those who eause it. This 
particular conductor, by the way, did

‘and that is the naked kernel of the nut. 
| There is no proper reason, in my view, 
‘for discussing any other phase of It. 

Some editors and correspondents are 
crying plaudits from the housetops to 
|the men of the dishonored battalion for 
sticking together and not telling on their 
l!comrades. That ts silly; also, it is im- 
|moral. Any man who has knowledge of 4 
crime and willfully withholds information 
thereof to shield the guilty is himself a 
criminal and should be dealt with as a 
criminal. That is the law. Those who 
take this mistaken sentimental view of the 
matter assume that all the members of 
the battalion knew the authors of the 
crime in the Texas town, which view is 
manifestly absurd. 

Then there are those who drag in the 
eternal race problem. Race has nothing 
to do with it. A vastly higher principle 
is involved than mere equality of justice 
to a race. It matters not whether these 
men are white, black, biue, or piebald. 

In hig official report, recommending the 
dismissal without honor of every man in 
the battalion, which report and recom- 
mendation were adopted by the President, 
Inspector General Garlington distinotly 
pointed out that there were men in the 
battalion who did not possess guilty 
knowledge of the identity of the orim- 
inals who were being shielded, it appears, 
by some members of the battalion. And 
yet Gen. Garlington recommends that 
levery man of them be discharged and 
disgraced. 

When American soldiers were fighting 
nme Filipino patriots a few years ago a 
precedent wag established for the Presi- 
dent's recent action. Time and again, 
when an American soldier happened to 
be killed by a Filipino, other American 
soldiers were rushed into the miserable 
village where that miserable Filipino lived 
and practically every inhabitant was slain, 
The innocent were made to suffer for 
the guilty. All of us who know anything 
know that these things happened. If any 
of us doubt it, we can prove it by scores 
of soldiers since discharged with honor. 
The ingenuous letters of private soldiers 
to their relatives and friends proved it 
at the time. It was outrageous, It was 
infamous. It was despotic, 

That the innocent have been made to 
suffer for the deeds of the guilty in the 
Twenty-fifth Infantry !s no less outra- 
geous, infamous, and despotic. I, for one, 
believe that the approval of the Garling- 
ton recommendation was due to the !m- 
petuous haste of the President and that 
in his soberer mood he will reconsider it. 
If he does not reconsider it and reverse 
his order, giving each of the soldiers an 
opportunity to vindicate himself from 
any unjust suspicion which may attach 
to him, then the United States—the people 
of the United States—should enact some 
strenuous statute to curb the dangerous 
despotism of the Executive.

'Says We’ll Lack Markets Unless 
Merchant Service Is Developed. 


W. J. BRYAN ALSO SPEAKS 


'He Tells Trans-Missiesipp!| Congress of 
the Resources of Middie West— 
Delegates Favor Ship Subsidy. 


KANSAS CITY, Mo., Nov, 22.—Secretary 
of the Treasury Shaw and William J. 
Bryan attracted the most attention to- 
day at the sessions of the Trans-Miszsis- 
sippi Congress. Both spoke on subjects 
relating to the increae of the commerce 
of the country. 

Secretary of the Treasury thaw warned 
his hearers against the day when the 
production of the United States would ex- 
ceed the demands of the markets now 
available, and emphasized the importance 
of cntering into competition with other 
nations and developing the American 
merchant service. 

He traced the material growth of the 
United States, pointed out that the first 
half of this century will witness the 
world’s greatest conflicts for the exten- 
sion of trade, and, continuing, said: 

“ Fruitful lands, productive mines, and 
multiplied factories have thus far failed 
to develop among us international mer- 
chants. It does not require international 
merchants to sell our surplus cotton to 
countries that grow none and have no 
other place to get that staple, or to sell 
our surplus food products to countries 
that consume more than they produce, 


when there is no other place from which 
they can be obtained. Now, as in the 
Gays of Joseph, a hungry people will go 
in their own conveyances whenever there 
is corn in Egypt or bread and meat In the 
United States. and the amount they will 
carry away will be limited only by the 
supply. Of our exports more than a 
billion can be left unguarded on our 
wharves, and the world will come after 
it before it spoils, for the world needs it 
and oan obtain it nowhere else. 

“ This condition will not long continua 
Our growing population will consume a 
steadily increasing proportion of food- 
stuffs, while our factories will steadily 
increase their demand for our raw mate- 
rials, and therefrom a steadily enlarging” 
output of finished manufactures will be 
produced. It requires no prophet to tell 
us that we are soon to be confronted with 
& great surplus of manufactured goods 


| for which no market now exists. 


“Europe will never be in a position to, 
compete with us in the production of raw 
cotton or in food products, lumber, On 
to any great extent, in heavy machinery. 
But should we undertake to enter Europe 
with textiles and small articles of house- 
hold turnishings, utensils, and other staple 
articles we will signally fall, 


“Where shall our new markets be 
found? The answer is easy, for there are 
but few we possible. -South America 
and South Africa import $650,000,000 per 
annum, to which the United States con- 
tributes a paltry 12 per cent. Oriental 
countries import a thousand millions, to 
which the United States contributes only 
10 per cent. Our manufacturing compet- 
{tors know where these countries lie and 
for years have prosecuted a well-planned 
and well-executed campaign for their 
commercial invasion, and, with the aid of 
a large merchant marine, they have been 
very successful. We scarcely know where’ 
these countries are located; we do not 
understand their languages or their needs, 
and we send them, all combined, less than 
$150,000,000 of our more than $18,000,000,- 
000 of manufactures, in foreign bottoms 
and beneath alien flags. 

‘I admire the foresight, the enterprise, 
and the skill of our foreign competitors, 
and I bid them all godspeed. I am con- 
tending that we shall emulate their enter- 
prise and enter these same markets with 
American ships laden with goods specially 
| designed to meet the desires of the peo- | 
ple. 

Mr. Bryan said he had heard Secretary 
Shaw speak at the afternoon session, also 
on the question of trade expansion. Ha 4 
sald that Mr. Shaw had presented the 
situation in a pleasing manner, and as- 
serted that many questions which are not 
logical must be presented in a pleasing 
manner to cover up their lack of logic. 
Mr. Bryan asked that a resolution af- 
fecting trusts be passed, as follows: 

Resolved, That this Congress is unalterably 
opposed to private monopolies, and believing 
them Indefensible and intolerable favors the 
enforcement of existing laws and the enact- 
ment of such new laws as may be necessary to 
protect industry from the menace offered by 
the trusts. 

Mr. Bryan said that he was glad that at 
last all people had come to be opposed 
to the giving and receiving of rebates. 
Legislation was needed, fe said, not 
only to prevent railways from granting 
rebates, but these and other great con- 
cerns from watering their stock. 

Mr. Bryan, at the evening session, dis- 
cussed the commercial interests of the 
Mississippi Valley region. 

Mr. Bryan asked the a doption of a reso- 
lution indorsing the resolution unanimous- 
ly adopted by the Inter-Parliamentary 
Union at its London session last July in 
favor of ternational arbitration.

Federal Review of Shipping Says the 
Time Is Favorable for More Ships,

WASHINGTON, Nov. 22.—Secretary 
Metcalf of the Department of Commerce 
and Labor has received the annual re-—| 
port of Navigation Commissioner Cham- 
berlain, which says that on July 30 last’ 
;the documented merchant vessels of the 
{United States numbered 25,006, with a 
tonnage of 6,674,969 gross. 

In the last ten years, the report con- 
tinues, American shipping on the Pacific 
has been doubled, and shipping on the 
great lakes has been increased 69 per 
cent., and is now one-third of our total 
tonnage. On the Atlantic and the Gulf 
American shipping has increased only 2% 
per cent. In the ten years the world’s 
| merchant shipping his increased about 45 
| per cent. 
| The constructive work of the year com- 
| prised 1,221 vessels, of 418,745 gross tons. 
| Only three ocean steamers were built. 
| On the great lakes, 40 steamehs, of 232,- 
' 366 gross tons, were built. If the present 
'rate of construction is not checked by 
| strikee or delays in furnishing structural 
| steel the output for the year will be the 
‘largest In half a century. 
| ‘Tne report says the assemblage of large 
i bodies of trained mechanics in our ship-

Something of this sort is 
very necessary for machines that are used on 
long runs in wintry weather. One of the best 
of these solutions, according to tests made by 
engineers, is the following: Wood alcohol, 15 
glycerine, 15 per cent.; water, 70 per 
This withstands freezing at 5 degrees 
For colder weather a greater per- 
centage of alcohol and glycerine may be used. 

The ordinary method of testing the brake 
horse power of an automobile motor is by 
means of a prony brake. This, briefly, is a 
clamp with a scale beam and scales. The 
clamp is tightened upon the fly wheel of the 
motor being tested, and with the engine run- 
ning at certain speeds a reading is taken on 
the scales. . Considerable heat is generated by 
this method, and the system of installing 
hydraulic brakes is being instituted by some

briskly in a pile of rubbish. 
Herscher called his son, Frank, 
told him to run around to the house of | 
Hook and Ladder Company No. 3, on the/| 
game street, and notify the firemen, while | 
he aroused the tenants. The firemen made 
quick work of this fire, but not before | 
several persons had been overcome with | 
the smoke that filled the building. 
The tenants were panic-stricken, 
the news that the fire was the work of an 
incendiary soon spread through the neigh- 
borhood, the situation becoming so serious 
that Sergt. Oliver Timms of the West} 
Twentieth Street Station called up Police! 
Headquarters and asked for reserves. All | 
the reserves on duty at the West Twen- 
tieth, West Thirtieth, and Charfes Street 
Stations were ordered to the scene, and 
then the fruitless search that continued . 
all night and yesterday was started. 
This fire extinguished, a man ran up 
and excitedly informed the firemen that 
another fire in the basement of 330 West | 
Seventeenth Street had been discovered. ! 
The tenants in this house had been awak- | 
éned by the hubbub at the first fire, and | 
were quickly gotten out of the house. | 
The firemen found this fire easy to han- | 
dle, but had not drawn their hose out of | 
the basement before news came of a third | 
fire at 235 West Eighteenth Street, a five- |

This it was a big 
apartment house at 339 West T'wenty- 
third Street that was ablaze, and before 
the firemen got it under control damage 
estimated at $15.000 had been done. This 
fire leaped from the basement through 
a dumbwaiter shaft with such rapidity 
that it soon ‘“‘mushroomed" into the 
upper stories of the adjoining houses at 
341 and 337.

For a time it looked as though all three 
houses might be destroyed. Capt. Car- 
lock of Engine Company 26 was badly cut 
about the head by falling glass.

In view of the charges that $1,000,000 
of the San Francisco relief funds was 
diverted or stolen the California Promo- 
tion Committee sent out the following 


statement: 

“More than $6,000,000 was contributed 
| to the San Francisco fund in small sums, 
ranging from 10 cents up to thousands 
of dollars. Of the entire amount only 
two sums went astray; one of $1,085.50, 
from Searchlight, sent through the Bank 
and Trust Company of Los Angeles by 
express, and the other, $200, sent by mall 
from Baltimore. 

“The Finance Committee of the Citi- 
zens’ Relief Committee, afterward in- 
corporated as the Relief and Red Cross 
| Funds, received all the funds. The books 
of the committee were examined by Gen. 
| Bates, and the system of bookkeeping 
} was approved. 
| ‘“‘James D. Hague of the New York 
Chamhber of Commerce Committee spent 
|; several weeks in San Francisco investi- 
} gating conditions. After his report was 
made to the New York body, funds 
amounting to half a million dollars were 
I | turned over to the San Francisco 
Committee.”
